At the October 3 meeting which was 
attended by 40 representatives of area ambu¬ 
lance squads from Jessup to Pleasant Mount 
and Belmont Corners, a panel consisting of 
O’Rourke. Sister Cephas, Richard Pascoe, 
Mayor Mancuso. Ron Tezzano. a county 
paramedic, and Jeff Brundage, who repres¬ 
ented the county commissioners, outlined 
the Mobile II project. According to 
O'Rourke, the attendants received it well, 
but he was frank in his statement: “They 
liked the idea of a new advanced life support 
unit, but there was a lot of skepticism. They 
didn’t feel we could pull it off.” 

At the meeting, O’Rourke had Brundage 
outline the project from the county angle, 
where the vehicle would be housed, who 
would staff it, how they would be paid, the 
county’s participation in the project, and 
hospital participation. O’Rourke himself 
discussed how the vehicle would be funded 
and stressed to the attendants at the meeting 
that their cooperation was essential. 

“To make this project work, we’ll need the 
support of every ambulance squad in the 
area. You are the key to the success of 
Mobile II since you must respond quickly 
and transport the patient to the hospital 
once he’s been stabilized. Your cooperation 
can make or break this unit’s success in Car¬ 
bondale," he said. 

With full cooperation of area organiza¬ 
tions, plans began to take form on how to 
obtain funding for Mpbile II to become a 
reality. Meetings and more meetings were 
held throughout 1980 to work out various 
items and plans for a drive were discussed.

Intensive Care Unit will detail that drive 
how it was initiated and how it was tarried

Allied decision made, but 


George Washington 
Didn’t sleep here 


WASHINGTON George Washington 
never lived in the White House. John Adams 
moved into the unfinished White House in 
November 1800. It is reported Mrs Adams 
hung clothes to dry in the uncompleted East 
Room. 


Under questioning by Atty. W. Boyd 
Hughes of the Scranton law firm of Hughes. 
Nicholls and Moran, of which Nicholls is a 
member. Stephens stated that "Allied 
wanted the building, and the borough 
wanted the money.” 

Atty. John O’Brien, of the law firm of 
Oliver. Price and Rhodes, which represents 
Allied Services, told the Zoning Board that 
if the Nicholls* appeal is upheld. Allied then 
has no recourse but to bring an action 
against Jermyn borough for $55.000....the 
cost of the property plus renovations Allied 
has put into the building. 

Neighbors who were present at the 
October meeting voiced no opposition to 
Allied’s occupying the Washington Avenue 
property. 


Meanwhile last Thursday evening. Allied 
Services conducted an Open House at the 
property. 

The same night members of the Zoning 
Board, members of Jermyn Council and the 
Planning Commission reportedly met in 
what a borough spokesman termed an 
“informal meeting.” 

What legal action will follow, if the 
Nicholls’ appeal is upheld, is unknown. 
Whether or not the borough of Jermyn can 
legally rezone the property; whether Allied 
will re-apply,for a special use permit or 
bring an action against the borough won’t be 
determined until the Zoning Board, of 
Appeals' decision is made public. 

The Nicholls’ legal action contends that 
no public hearing was held on the granting 

of the permit. 


Members of the Jermyn Zoning Board of 
Appeals met Monday evening in the Jermyn 
Community Center and made a decision on 
a zoning appeal brought by Atty. and Mrs. 
Albert E. Nicholls, Jr, against the borough 
. : regard to a property at 438 Washington 
Ave.. purchased by Allied Services for the 
•Handicapped. 

However, according to a spokesman for 
the board, results of the decision would not 
be announced until after parties in the litiga¬ 
tion were notified by mail 

Robert J. Jones, who is serving as secre¬ 
tary to the three-man board, told the MIR¬ 
ROR Monday night. "Yes, we made a 
Idecision, but we cannot release it to the press 
until we notify the people involved."
